THE  UNITED  STATES  prepares  for  War.  The  government 
of  the  United  States  in  spite  of  peaceful  professions  is  more 
aggressively  than  ever  following  policies  whose  only  logical 
result  is  War.  The  whole  program  of  the  Roosevelt  administration 
is  permeated  by  preparedness  for  War,  expressed  in  the  extra- 
ordinary  military  and  naval  budget,  mobilization  of  industry  and 
man  power,  naval  concentration  in  the  Pacific  Ocean,  aid— direct 
and  indirect— to  Chiang  Kai-shek  against  the  Chinese  Soviets,  the 
initiation  of  currency  and  tariff  Wars— all  of  which  give  the  lie 
to  the  peaceful  declarations  of  the  United  States  Government. 

Under  the  guise  of  public  works,  the  N.  R.  A.  has  diverted 
immense  funds  from  the  care  of  starving  millions  to  the  building 
of  a  vastly  larger  navy  and  to  mechanization  of  the  army.  The 
widespread  unemployment  has  been  utilized  to  concentrate  young 
men  in  so-called  reforestation  camps,  which  the  War  Department 
is  using  for  trial  military  mobilizations.  The  military  training  of 
youth  in  the  schools  and  colleges  is  being  further  developed.  More 
and  more,  national  holidays  and  specially  prepared  demonstrations 
are  being  used  to  glorify  the  armed  forces  and  to  stimulate  the

&    ^If  War  Should  Come 
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WAR  resisters  are  those  men  and 
women  who  have  determined  "not 
to  support  any  kind  of  war."  Practical 
questions  arise,  however,  as  to  the  details 
and  implications  of  this  non-support,  and 
as  to  the  technique  by  which  it  may  best 
be  utilized  in  an  actual  crisis. 

The  purpose  of  war  resistance  is  not 
merely  the  satisfaction  of  the  individual 
conscience,  important  as  this  considera- 
tion must  be  to  the  man  or  woman  of 
integrity.  The  movement  works  defi- 
nitely to  prevent  each  specific  war  or  to 
bring  it  to  the  speediest  possible  end;  it 
strives  also  to  break  down  the  war  sys- 
tem and  its  psychology  by  building  up  in 
each  country  an  ever  stronger  minority 
who  refuse  unconditionally  their  per- 
sonal support. 

History  never  repeats  itself  exactly, 
and  the  next  war,  if  it  comes,  cannot  fail 
to  bring  surprises,  new  laws,  new  forms 
of  conscription,  new  means  of  public 
pressure.  Yet  pacifists,  as  well  as  mili- 
tarists, learned  lessons  in  technique  from 
the  World  War,  and  the  war  resisters  of 
the  future  may  use  these  as  a  basis  of 
strategy,  escaping  many  of  the  mistakes 
of  their  predecessors. 

If  the  refusal  is  to  be  of  any  preven- 
tive value,  it  should  be  made  in  time  of 
peace  before  the  specific  war  arises;  it 
should  be  made  as  public  as  practicable 
and  registered  with  an  organization, 
such  as  the  War  Resisters  League,  the 
Fellowship  of  Reconciliation,  the  "Green 
International,"  war-resisting  labor  or- 
ganizations, etc.,  in  order  to  swell  the 
number  of  enrollments  and  thus  influ- 
ence public  opinion. 

Needless  sacrifice  should  be  avoided, 
but  every  sacrifice  made  should  be  util- 
ized as  far  as  possible  for  the  success  of 
the  cause.

Dr.  Jessie  Wallace  Hughan  is  the  au- 
thor of  several  volumes  on  international 
polities  and  economics.

The  issue  should,  and  can,  be  kept  ab- 
solutely simple  and  clear.  War  resisters 
cannot  be  charged  with  pro-Germanism 
or  pro-any-other-nationalism,  as  their  ad- 
vance declaration  opposes  war  with  any 
country  whatever.  They  cannot  be  ac- 
cused of  seeking  to  weaken  their  own  na- 
tion as  compared  with  others,  for  the 
movement  is  an  international  one,  and  in 
every  potential  enemy  nation  of  impor- 
tance there  are  sections  of  the  War  Re- 
sisters' International.  Many  members 
of  the  movement,  in  countries  having 
peace-time  conscription,  are  now  under- 
going prison  sentences  for  refusing  mili- 
tary service  against  the  United  States 
or  any  other  nation  with  whom  their  gov- 
ernment may  be  involved  in  war.  War 
resisters  cannot  be  charged  with  stirring 
up  insurrection  or  violent  revolution,  as 
they  are  committed  against  all  war,  both 
international  and  civil. 

It  is  important,  to  bear  in  mind  that 
the  war  resistance  movement  is  neither 
secret  nor  anti-patriotic.  It  is  open  and 
above  board  in  everjf  respect,  and  its  ends 
will  best  be  served;  by  meticulous  hon- 
esty, conforming  to  the  law  in  spirit  as 
well  as  in  letter  u^  to  the  point  where 
law  comes  in  direct  conflict  with  con- 
science. As  its  members  are  convinced 
that  modern  war  brings  ruin  upon  both 
victor  and  vanquished,  they  consider  the 
refusal  to  fight  as  a  patriotic  duty.

Young  men  between  twenty  and  thirty 
form  the  most  important  group  liable  to 
conscription,  but  a  protracted  War  would 
extend  the  age  limits  in  both  directions, 
and  the  increasing  dependence  of  war 
upon  munitions  is  likely  at  any  time  to 
bring  women  within  the  range  of  com- 
pulsory service. 

As  future  wars  will  undoubtedly  in- 
volve the  whole  population,  every  war 
resister,  without  regard  to  sex  or  fit- 
ness for  combatant  service,  will  have  to 
decide  just  what  types  of  service  his  re- 
fusal includes. 

War  resisters  are  agreed  that  the  de- 
termination to  give  no  support  to  any 
war  applies  to  non-combatant  service  as 
well  as  to  combatant,  their  refusal  in- 
cluding chaplaincy,  ambulance  corps,  and 
manual  or  intellectual  work  behind  the 
lines.  They  will  not  engage  in  the  manu- 
facture or  transportation  of  munitions, 
or  in  any  work  directly  under  the  War 
Department  or  designed  to  aid  in  win- 
ning the  war.  Members  of  labor  unions 
will  use  what  influence  they  can  exert 
toward  a  strike  in  war  industries;  but 
as  war  resisters  do  not  enter  munition 
work  in  time  of  peace,  the  only  way  in 
which  they  could  find  themselves  in- 
volved in  war  industries  would  be 
through  the  conversion  of  non-military 
operations  to  war  purposes.  In  this 
case  they  would  drop  tools  individually, 
even  if  collective  action  should  prove  im- 
possible.

AcceDtance  speeches  of  Earl  Rrowder  and  James  W.  Ford,  Communist  candidates  for  President 
and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States,  made  at  the  National  Naminating  Convention  of  the  Com- 
munist Party  at  Madison  Square  Garden,  New  York  City,  June  2, 1940.  


Speech  by  Earl  Browder,  General  Secre- 
tary of  the  Communist  Party  of  the  United 
States : 

The  Communist  Party  occupies  an  exception- 
ally responsible  position  in  the  1940  election.  Na- 
tional and  international  crises  press  upon  our  peo- 
ple. The  country  gropes  to  find  its  way  in  a 
world  which  is  falling  to  pieces  about  us,  and  the 
old  guides  in  whom  the  nation  had  placed  its 
faith  for  seven  years,  have  failed. 

In  1937,  the  man  who  had  the   ear  of  the 
American  people,   the   President   of  the   United 
-States,  spoke  the  following  words: 
upo"    I     «In  our  generation,  a  new  idea  has  come  to 
dominate    thought   about   government— the   idea 
that  the  resources  of  the  nation  can  be  made  to 
produce  a  far  higher  standard  of  living  for  the 
masses  if  onlv  government  is  intelligent  and  en- 
ergetic in  giving  the  right  direction  to  economic 
life  That  idea  .  . .  cannot  be  thrust  aside  by  those 
who  want  to  go  back  to  the  conditions  of  ten 
years  ago  or  even  preserve  the  conditions  of  to- 
day. It  puts  all  forms  of  government  to  proof. 
THE  YANKS  ARE  NOT  COMING 
When  President  Roosevelt  spoke  those  words, 
he  voiced  the  views  and  hopes  of  the  biggest  ma- 
jority that  ever  assembled  in  support  of  a  popular 
cause  in  this  Western  world 

The  people  still  hold  to  this  idea.  The  Com- 
munists supported  it  then  and  hold  to  it  now. 
But  the  man  who  spoke  those  words  in  1937,  now 
speaks  instead  of  a  multiplied  Navy  and  fifty 
thousand  airplanes,  a  program  of  armaments  that 
means  military  adventures,  in  the  Dutch  East 
Indies  and  the  Far  East,  in  Latin  America  and 
on  the  blood-soaked  fields  of  Europe  And  the 
shrill  howl  for  armaments  blots  out  the  call  for 
"a  far  higher  standard  of  living  for  the  masses. 

The  Communist  Party  gives  voice  to  the  deep- 
est convictions  of  the  great  majority  of  the 
American  people,  when  it  calls  halt  to  the  de- 
liberate drive  into  the  war,  when  we  cry  out  to 
the  imperialist  war  camps:  "A  plague  on  both 


vour  houses."  We  speak  for  the  people  when  we 
demand  a  stop  to  the  blood-soaked  trade  in  mu- 
nitions and  instruments  of  war.  We  speak  for 
the  millions,  when  we  resolve:  "The  Yanks  are 
NOT  coming." 

THE  PEOPLE'S  RIGHTS  MUST  BE 
PRESERVED 
But  American  economy  has  been  geared  to  the 
war-market,  with  immense  fortunes  accruing  to 
those  who  already  hold  immense  fortunes,  and 
who  dream  of  realizing  their  dictatorship  through 
the  M-Day  plans,  which  will  abolish  democracy 
and  clamp  down  the  rigid  rule  of  the  plutocrats 
over  the  workers,  farmers,  and  all  the  common 
people. 

In  order  to  have  a  free  hand  for  war  and  to 
rake  in  the  huge  profits  promised  by  the  war  ad- 
venture, the  plutocrats  and  their  "Fifth  Col- 
umns" are  trying  to  weaken  or  abolish  the  Labor 
Relations  Act,  to  destroy  the  right  of  organi- 
zation and  collective  bargaining;  they  want  to 
break  down  the  Wages-and-Hours  Law,  and  pre- 
vent its  being  extended  to  other  workers ;  in  this 
election,  only  the  Communist  Party  shows  the 
workers  and  progressive  masses,  how  these  re- 
actionary forces  can  be  defeated,  and  labors 
rights  preserved  and  extended. 

°  The  enemies  of  the  people  and  their  "Fifth 
Columns"  are  fighting,  openly  and  secretly,  to 
prevent  social  legislation  on  behalf  of  the  disin- 
herited,  the   aged,    the    youth,    and  the   unem- 
ployed, and  to  weaken  the  present  inadequate 
provisions  for  them.

What  Hitler's  Victory  Would 
Mean  to  American  Labor! 

1.    All  Europe  would  become  a  single  factory  of  forced  labor  slaving  for  the  German  "master- 


race." 


Austria,  Czechoslovakia,  Poland,  Norway,  Denmark,  Holland,  Belgium  and  the  most 
industrialized  part  of  France  have  already  been  reduced  to  this  condition.  And  now 
the  Nazis  have  hurled  themselves  in  full  fury  at  Russia  to  plunder  this  land  with 
all  its  fabulous  resources.  British  and  American  labor  are  next  on  Hitler's  list  —  if 
he  wins  this  battle. 

2.  The  industrial  products  of  this  cheap  labor  would  be  dumped  on  South  America  and  bar- 
tered for  the  agricultural  products  of  that  continent. 

Already  the  Nazis  are  making  barter  contracts  in  South  America  to  go  into  effect  as 
soon  as  they  have  won  the  war. 

3.  Thus  the  foreign  markets  of  American  industry  and  agriculture  would  both  be  lost  at  once; 
and  a  large  part  of  American  factory  and  farm  labor  would  be  out  of  jobs. 

4.  America  would  be  cut  off  by  an  economic  blockade.  We  should  be  able  to  trade  with  the 
outside  world  only  on  Nazi  terms. 

5.  Nazi-controlled  Europe  and  South  America  would  deal  only  with  firms  which  conform 
to  the  Nazi  political  and  social  setup.  This  was  the  way  Germany  attacked  Austria,  Czecho- 
slovakia, Norway,  Denmark,  Holland,  France  and  Belgium  from  within.  It  has  given  her 
control  of  Sweden  without  a  military  attack;  and  she  has  already  gone  far  with  this  campaign 
in  South  America.  To  the  Nazis,  economic  control  is  only  the  first  step  toward  political 
control — toward  brutal  military  domination  and  savage  terror. 

6.  The  Nazis  can  impose  slavery  upon  world  Labor  only  if  they  conquer  England  and  so  gain 
control  of  the  seas.  The  British  Trade  Union  Congress  and  the  Labor  Party  have  seen  the 
mortal  danger  and  have  sworn  no  truce  with  the  Nazis. 

7.  Free  labor  cannot  exist  in  America  if  the  labor  of  the  rest  of  the  world  is  enslaved.  Our 
defense  efforts  must  be  redoubled.  Speed  is  the  need.  American  workers  are  the  most  effi- 
cient and  they  can  do  the  job  well  and  ahead  of  time.  We  must  let  nothing  stand  in  the  way 
of  the  mightiest  defense  of  our  homes  and  the  speediest  delivery  of  the  greatest  volume  of 
arms,  munitions,  ships  and  supplies  needed  by  Great  Britain  and  her  associates  if  they  are 
to  defeat  the  dictators  on  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic,  and  if  the  workers  of  England  and 
Europe— and  yes  of  our  own  country  as  well— are  to  survive  as  free  men.  This  is  our  vital 
stake.  Let  us  provide  the  sinews  of  victory  and  let  us  all  unite  for  production,  more  pro- 
duction and  still  more  production.

PRESIDENT  ROOSEVELT'S  speech  and  proclamation 
have  launched  the  United  States  into  an  "undeclared 
war."  Acting  by  decree  he  has  taken  a  leap  in  the  direc- 
tion of  full-fledged  military  dictatorship. 

Unable  to  disperse  the  people's  stubborn  and  unyield- 
ing opposition  to  the  war,  fearful  of  the  pressure  of  the 
people  upon  Congress,  President  Roosevelt  .confronts  The 
nation  with  a  dictatorial  decree.  He  seeks  to  make  America 
believe  that  "there  is  no  turning  back." 

When  President  Roosevelt  asserts  that  our  frontiers 
are  "thousands  of  miles  away"  at  Dakar,  he  is  obviously 
taking  a  stand  against  the  majority  opinion  of  the  people; 
he  places  the  nation  directly  in  the  heart  of  the  war  zones. 
When  he  asserts  the  "freedom  of  the  seas,"  he  unconstitu- 
tionally nullifies  the  Neutrality  Act;  le  violates  the  na- 
tional sentiment  against  convoys  and  against  another  AEF. 

^»"  President  Roosevelt  has  proposed  for  himself  unlimited 
powers  to  send  U.  S.  armed  forces  into  bloody  conflict  any- 
where under  conditions  decided  i:non  by  himself  alone. 

These  are  powers  that  lead  to  a  military  dictatorship 
in  the  United  States  unless  the  people  decide  otherwise. 

President  Roosevelt  takes  these  extraordinary  steps 
because  the  Administration  knows  that  the  American 
people  would  never  approve  them  if  permitted  to  make  the 
decision.  President  Roosevelt  has  therefore  taken  steps  to 
seize  these  powers  arbitrarily.  He  did  not  risk  even  the 
approval  of  his  own  Congress.  He  presents  the  American 
people  with  an  accomplished  fact,  expecting  in  this  fashion 
to  override  the  people's  desire  for  peace — all  this  in  the 
name  of  democracy. 

•  •  • 

'T'HIS  action  is  a  product  of  an  Administration  which  has 
been  deceiving  the  American  people  as  to  its  real  in- 
tentions. 

Examples  of  such  deception  are  the  November  elec- 
tions in  which  both  candidates,  Roosevelt  and  Willkie, 
solemnly  pledged  peace  and  both  actively  supported  war. 
The  whole  "aid-short-of-war"  pledge  was  another,  such 
deception  in  which  the  "short  of  war"  promise  was  a  fig- 
leaf  for  steadily  deeper  involvement  in  the  conflict. 

The  Lease-Lend  Bill,  the  Destroyer  Deal,  the  "patrol" 
_/stem — these  also  fit  into  the  clear  pattern  whereby  every 
new  step  toward  war  has  been  presented  to  art  anxious 
people  as  a  defense  of  peace. 

The  Administration  has  been  unable  to  overcome  the 
common-sense  realization  of  the  American  people  that  this 
is  a  war  in  which  their  interests  are  not  involved. 

The  common-sense  of  the  American  people  resists  all 


Consulting  them  even  less  than  the  American  people, 
President  Roosevelt  is  attempting  to  speak  in  the  name  of 
21  sovereign  Latin  American  nations,  and  to  drag  them 
into  a  war  against  their  will. 

•  •  • 

PRESn?BNT  ROOSEVELT  seeks  to  justify  his  acts  by 
pointing  to  the  raging  wars  abroad.  But  the  Roosevelt 
Administration  itself  helped  to  prepare  the  inevitable  out- 
burst of  the  war.  It  saw  Austria  and  Ethiopia  surrendered 
to  the  Axis  powers,  It  collaborated  in  the  strangling  of 
Republican  Spain.  It  connived  the  betrayal  of  Czechoslo- 
vakia to  Hitler  in  the  Munich  Pact  by  which  the  imperial- 
ists hoped  to  bribe  German  fascism  into  a  war  against  the 
Soviet  Union. 

Today  it  intrigues  against  unity  in  China,  while  every 
Japanese  bombing  plane  over  China  is  fueled  with  the  lat- 
est shipments  of  United  States  oil.  In  the  Baltics,  the 
Balkans  and  the  Near  East,  the  Administration  has  helped 
to  draw  new  nations  into  the  war.  Today  it  uses  the  results 
of  its  own  spread-war  policy  to  justify  entry  into  the  war. 

Sharing  the  full  guilt  for  the  present  situation  are 
the  misleaders  of  labor  of  every  stripe— the  William 
Greens,  the  Sidney  Hillmans,  who'  have  tried  to  drag  Labor 
captive  and  helpless  into  Wall  Street's  war.  The  CIO  lead- 
ership, too,  failed  to  speak  out  boldly  and  firmly  against 
the  Administration's  program  for  world  empire.  Labor's 
failure  to  take  the  leadership  in  the  fight  against  the  war 
is  greatly  responsible  for  allowing  the  peace  movement  to 
be  misrepresented  by  such  unscrupulous  figures  as  Col. 
Lindbergh. 


rpHE  Deople  have  heard  the  Administration's  challenge. 
-*-  The  people  cannot  evade  the  challenge  if  they  are  to 
be  saved  from  the  sufferings  of  fascism  in  the  United 
States  and  imperialist  conquest. 

America  needs  to  speak  out  today.  The  people  have 
it  in  their  power  to  affect  events,  to  halt  the  fatal  march 
to  fascism  and  war.  The  people  have  a  right  to  decide 
the  fate  of  their  country.  No  one  must  take  this  right 
away  from  them. 

1.  A  great  wave  of  public  protest  should  arise  at  once 
throughout  the  nation.  Messages,  letters,  telegrams,  and 
resolutions  of  protest  at  the  "undeclared  war"  and  plahs 
for  military  seizures  in  Latin  America  and  Africa  should 
go  to  President  Roosevelt  at  the  White  House  and  to 
Congress.

Amid  the  madness  of  this  war,  the 
Soviet  Union  stands  calm  and  at  peace. 
How  is  that?  In  no  other  country,  do  the 
people  feel  the  same  confidence  that 
their  government  will  zealously  guard  their 
neutrality  and  safety.  This  is  a  fact.  No 
planes  darken  their  skies.  No  bombs  fall 
over  their  homes.  Their  borders  are 
strong  and  secure.  And  yet  every  trick 
has  been  used  to  attack  them.  The  Stalin 
policy  of  PEACE  has  triumphed  for  the 
people  of  the  Soviet  Union.

In  1917  we  were  told  that  it  was  a 
war  for  the  rights  of  small  nations,  for 
the  self-determination  of  peoples. 
Then  what  of  India  today  whose 
workers  and  peasants  are  bombed  by 
British  planes  when  they  ask  inde- 
pendence?    What   of   the   Philippines 
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The  greatest  danger  facing  the  American 
people  right  now.  is  being  drawn  into  the 
European  war.  Monopoly,  the  press  and 
radio  which  it  controls,  and  miscellaneous 
politicians  are  working  night  and  day  to 
build  up  sentiment  to  drag  us  into  the 
slaughter. 

The  American  people  have  overwhelm- 
ingly expressed  themselves  against  this.  It 
was  popular  demand  which  forced  the  John- 
son Act  (no  loans  to  war  debt  defaulters)  and 
other  hands-off  measures  through  Congress. 


The  reason  is.  of  course,  that  we  remember 
how  we  got  into  the  Rrst  World  War.  which 
also  was  called  a  war  for  democracy.  First 
we  were  propagandized  into  lendmg  money, 
then  into  sending  men  to  protect  the  loans. 


The  last  war  made  18.000  new  American 
millionaires.  There  were  250,000  American 
casualties — roughly  one  millionaire  for  each 
13  casualties.  No  wonder  the  bankers  and 
millionaires  want  us  to  go  to  war. 


If  we  go  to  war  for  the  bankers  and  monop- 
olists, can  we  escape  the  conditions  to  which 
every  belligerent  has  thus  far  succumbed? 
"M"  Day  plans  made  public  by  the  War  De- 
partment  call  for  complete  regimentation  of 
labor  and  industry.   We  all  know  what  that 
means.  It  means  that  industry  will  mobilize 
for  profits  and  labor  will  mobilize  for  in- 
dustry.  Yes.  we  need  an  adequate  national 
defense,  but  let  us  not  ignore  our  No.   1 
domestic  problem;  unemployment  and  our 
needs   for    expanded    WPA.    housing    ana 
other  social  measures. 
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Let  there  be  no  blackout  of  Peace 
and  Civil  Liberties! 


As  never  before  basic  rights  of  Americans 
are  completely  in  danger.  War  promoters 
are  talking  of  suspending  the  Bill  of  Bights, 
repeating  the  Wagner  Act.  throwing  out  the 
Wages  and  Hours  Act.  and  putting  aside 
every  aspect  of  social  legislation  until  after 
the  war."  War  wiU  be  a  blackout  of  liberty 
and  progress  for  the  American  people  tor 
generations  to  come.

of  the  Nazis.  Some  of  these  groups  openly  call  themselves  Fascists. 
Others  can  be  identified  by  the  following  characteristics  which  are  the 
distinguishing  marks  of  Fascism  in  Italy  or  Germany  or  Austria:  The 
organization  of  a  private  military  force;  the  suppression  of  opposition  by, 
strong  arm  and  third  degree  methds;  the  incitement  of  hate  against  Jewsji 
Communists,  "Reds",  Negroes  and  immigrants;  the  leadership  of  some 
ambitious  adventurer  seeking  power;  the  deception  of  the  people  by 
promises  of  economic  reforms  and  benefits  that  cannot  possibly  be  secured 
under  the  profit  system;  financial  support  by  leading  capitalists;  hostility, 
open  or  concealed,  to  labor  unions  and  farm  organizations  controlled  by 
the  workers  and  farmers  themselves  in  their  own  interests.  All  these 
characteristics  may  be  regarded  as  incidental  accessories  to  the  main  pur' 
pose,  which  is  the  maintenance  of  the  capitalist  order  and  the  suppression 
of  any  real  threat  against  it.  Therefore  the  Fascist  nature  of  any  organiza- 
tion is  in  the  end  revealed  by  the  support  or  tolerance  it  receives  from  the 
vested  interests  and  their  administrative,  military  and  judicial  reprc 
sentatives.

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The  Communist  Party  differs  sharply  from  the  Republican  and  Demo- 
cratic parties  in  its  approach  to  the  most  important  issue  of  1940 — the  issue 
of  war  or  peace  for  America.  The  two  imperialist  parties  see  war  as  a  "cure" 

for  the  raging  disease  uf  unemployment.  They  see  in  war  some  easy  pickings

The  Republican  and  Democratic  parties  may  disagree  in  words,  and 
print  the  different  paper  slogans  of  "isolationism"  and  "neutrality".  But 
they  have  had  no  trouble  in  getting  together  to  make  the  United  States  "an 
arsenal  for  the  Allies".  "Duke"  Cromwell  is  already  beating  the  war  drums. 
Edison  is  the  key  man  in  Roosevelt's  war  plans.  And  the  Republicans  agree 
to  these  plans. 

The  Communist  Party  alone,  of  all  political  parties,  in  its  fight  for  the 
working  people,  stands  for  peace  not  only  on  paper  but  in  fact.  The  Com- 
munist Party  demands  that  the  problem  of  unemployment  be  solved  with 
jobs  and  not  with  guns. 

The  administration  has  already  begun  to  terrorize  those  who  fight 
against  its  war  plans.  The  right  to  speak,  assemble  and  to  publish  the  truth 
must  be  guarded  if  we  are  to  keep  America  at  peace.  The  people  want  peace! 
The  people  must  be  heard  ! 

In  our  state  the  people  who  want  peace  are  the  great  majority  who  work 
for  a  living.  Those  who  want  war  are  the  tiny  group  of  top  bosses  who  take 
all  the  profits.
